Africa — Kimberley. —Month ended September 12, 1908. Estimated 
population, 54,141. Total number of deaths, 51. 

Lourenco Marquez. — Month ended August 31, 1908. Estimated 
population, 10,000. Total number of deaths, 34. 

China — Kulangsu.- — Month of September, 1908. Estimated popu- 
lation, 3,400. Total number of deaths, 14, including 10 from cholera. 

Dutch Guiana — Paramaribo. — Month of September, 1908. Esti- 
mated population, 34,085. Total number of deaths, 113. No deaths 
from contagious diseases reported. Malarial fever prevalent. 

Egypt— Suez. — Month of September, 1908. Estimated population 
19,786. Total number of deaths, 72. 

France — Cherbourg. — Month of September, 1908. Estimated popu- 
lation, 43,948. Total number of deaths, 53, including enteric fever 1, 
scarlet fever 1, and 14 from tuberculosis. 

Marseille. — Month of September, 1908. Estimated population, 
617,498. Total number of deaths, 764, including diphtheria 4, enteric 
fever 55, measles 9, whooping cough 2, and 80 from tuberculosis. 

St. Mienne. — Two weeks ended September 30, 1908. Estimated 
population, 150,000. Total number of deaths, 88, including enteric 
fever 1, and 16 from tuberculosis. Cases: Enteric fever 7. 

Great Britain — England and Wales. — The deaths registered in 76 
great towns in England and Wales during the week ended October 3, 
1908, correspond to an annual rate of 13.3 per 1,000 population, 
which is estimated at 16,234,952. 

London. — One thousand one hundred and twenty-five deaths were 
registered during the week, including measles 8, scarlet fever 11, 
diphtheria 8, enteric fever 9, whooping cough 7, tuberculosis 108, and 
81 from diarrhea. The deaths from all causes correspond to an annual 
rate of 13.3 per 1,000. In Greater London 1,587 deaths were regis- 
tered. In the "outer ring" the deaths included 1 from measles, 5 
from diphtheria, 3 from whooping cough, and 17 from diarrhea. 

Salford. — Week ended October 3, 1908. Estimated population, 
239,294. Total number of deaths, 90, including scarlet fever 1, diar- 
rhea 8, and whooping cough 2. 

Ireland. — The average annual death rate represented by the deaths 
registered during the week ended October 3, 1908, in the 21 prin- 
cipal town districts of Ireland was 16.4 per 1,000 of the population, 
which is estimated at 1,131,959. The lowest rate was recorded in 
Waterford, viz, 3.9, and the highest in Newtownards, viz. 34.3 per 
1,000. 

Scotland. — The deaths registered in 8 principal towns during the 
week ended October 3, 1908, correspond to an annual rate of 13.4 
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per 1,000 of the population, which is estimated at 1,839,038. The 
highest rate of mortality was recorded in Edinburgh, viz, 15.2, and the 
lowest in Perth, viz, 3.0 per 1,000. The aggregate number of deaths 
registered from all causes was 474, including diphtheria 6, enteric fever 
2, measles 2, scarlet fever 4, whooping cough 16, and 30 from diarrhea. 

Greece — Patras. — Month of September, 1908. Estimated popula- 
tion, 42,500. Total number of deaths, 28, including enteric fever 4, 
and 12 from tuberculosis. 

Hawaii — Honolulu. — Month of September, 1908. Census popula- 
tion, 39,306. Total number of deaths 77, including enteric fever 4, 
diphtheria 1, and 8 from tuberculosis. 

Spain — Barcelona.— -Ten days ended October 4, 1908. Estimated 
population, 600,000. Total number of deaths, 296, including diph- 
theria 1, enteric fever 14, smallpox 5, measles 1, whooping cough 5, 
and 22 from tuberculosis. 

Gibraltar. — Two weeks ended October 4, 1908. Estimated popula- 
tion 26,830. Total number of deaths 100, including 1 from tuberculosis. 

Madrid. — Month of September, 1908. Estimated population, 
547,399. Total number of deaths, 914, including diphtheria 3, enteric 
fever 22, measles 16, scarlet fever 14, whooping cough 3, smallpox 2, 
and 126 from tuberculosis. 

West Indies — St. Thomas. — Two weeks ended October 2, 1908. 
Estimated population, 11,012. Total number of deaths, 12, including 
1 from enteric fever.
